3 Students 
nominated for 
Colombian trip 

Three students from Laurentian 
University have been nominated 
to attend a series of seminars 
sponsored by the World Univer- 
sity Service, which will take pla- 
ce this summer in Bogota, Co- 
lombia. 

They are Maria Elisabeth Scho- 

enfeld, Lorne Raymond, and Wil- 
liam Badcock; Oh e of these no- 
minees will be selected and will 
attend the seminars with appro- 
ximately forty university students 
from across Canada* 

While in Colombia, the Students 
will investigate particular aspects 
of Colombia economic and poli- 
tical development. They will also 
have the opportunity of meeting 
with university students and fa- 
culty, as well as government lea- 
ders of Colombia. Students who do 
not already speak Spanish will 
undergo Intensive training In the 
language prior to their departure. 

Before Laurentlan's candidate 
can go to Colombia, the Lauren- 
tian branch of WUS must send 
$500 to the national office by March 
2nd. This appears to pose some 
problem to the organization as its 
funds presently amount to $325. 

Recent blackout 
affects Ltt 

Thursday, January 2lst saw 
Laurentian University enveloped 
in darkness. A city snowptow hit 
the high tension wires on South 
Bay Road, causing a 45 minute 
blackout from 1:20 to 2:05 pm. 
The power failure affected the 
Sanitorlum and houses in that 
area, as well as the university. 
The accident disabled the main 
feeder line, so Laurentian swit- 
ched to four generators which 
offered staggered lighting in the 
tunnel and dark hallways. No one 
was stuck in the main elevators 
and the Science I elevator went 
on emergency power. The Sa- 
nitorlum also reverted to emer- 
gency power. 

Superintendent of Physical Plant 
and Planning, Mr. Leclerc, said 
that 'in such situations the uni- 
versity's circuits are checked be- 
fore contacting City Hydro. If 
people were caught In the eleva- 
tors there are secret means of 
opening the doors.
